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INDIANS AGAIN ON 
OLD CAMP GROUND 


Many Tribes Represented at Ten 
Day Indian Feast at Deer 
Grove; 
Thousands 
Attend 
Ceremonies. 


Once more the echoes of historic 
old Deer Grove are stirred by the 
sound of the Indian tom-tom, the 
thrilling war cry of the Sioux and 
the shouts of the Indians at play and 
in the execution of their tribal cere­ 
monies. 
Never has a more impressive or col­ 
orful occasion taken place in this lo­ 
cality than the Indian week, which is 
being held in Deer Grove. 
Repre­ 
sentative Indians from eleven tribes 
are present at the Der Grove encamp­ 
ment and they come from eleven dif­ 
ferent states. 
The occasion of Indian week is 
sponsored by Tile Friends of the 
American Indian, assisted by the Chi­ 
cago Co-operating Committee, which 
includes representatives from nearly 
tw enty civic and historical societies. 
The 
weeks 
encampment 
started 
with the arrival of many of the In­ 
dians last Thursday and will continue 
over the coming Sunday. 
Originally, 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday last, 
was planned as the real part of the 
encampment, but the Indians are hav­ 
ing such a good time and the public 
has shown such a great interest that 
an entire week has been added to the 
original plans 


blazing camp fire; it is like the old 
days only vastly different. 
The drums have called not for the 
w ar dance, with the answering thou­ 
sands, but for the dream dance, the 
dance originated in the dream of a 
fair Sioux maiden and w7hich depicts 
the blessings of peace and good will 
between all men and nations. 
And the call of the drums is an­ 
swered not by savage thousands, but 
by a mere handful of the descendants 
of those braves of other days; a hand­ 
ful of descendants of the first and 
real Americans. 
And the occasion 
which to the white onlooker is regard­ 
ed as a sort of show7 is an occasion 
of solemn importance to the Indians 
taking part. 
On the camp ground of their fore­ 
fathers they are tenting again, re­ 
newing their hearts and trying to 
create in the minds of the w’hite peo­ 
ple a realization of what is due to 
the American Indian from a govern­ 
ment which has been too long neglect­ 
ful of the rights and welfare of that 
remaining band of original Amer­ 
icans who are now so often called 
“The vanishing*American.”

But Indian week is not held mere­ 
ly as a show proposition. 
The In­ 
dian in keeping up the ceremonies of 
his forefathers is not doing so mere­ 
ly for the entertainm ent of his w7hite 
visitors. 
It is the hope of the Indian 
th at the American public will become 
sufficiently interested in the welfare 
of the Indian, the original American; 
to see to it th at the Indian gets his 
just dues from the American govern­ 
m ent and American people. 
The Indians at Deer Grove are not 
savages, they are an intelligent and 
substantial part of our civic life and 
they feel th at as the descendants of 
the first Americans they should be 
granted cit zenship by the government 
of the country o$ their birth. 
Foreigners from every land and 
clime come to America, stay here a 
few years and go through the motions 
of becoming naturalized. 
Although 
hundreds and thousands of them are 
not fit to become intelligent Amer­ 
ican citizens, yet the American In­ 
dian is not a citizen. 
To become a 
citizen he must renounce his allegi­ 
ance to his tribe and waive all claims 
to any share in his tribe’s holdings. 
To become a citizen he must become 
a wanderer, without connection with 
his people. 
A foreigner to become a 
citizen renounces allegiance to his 
form er country. 
Tho Indian never 
had any other country and when he 
is asked to renounce his connection 
with his tribe and give up all claim 
to his share of tribal property it is 
like asking a man to leave his family 
and .give up all claim to the inheri­ 
tance of the property of his ancestors. 
It is things like this th at the Indian 
would like to see remedied. 
He is a 
law abiding resident of the land of 
his birth. 
He has fought for his 
country valiently and w7ell. 
Why 
should he not be given his citizenship 
and a right to vote? 
All the American Indian asks is a 
square deal and it is in the increased 
public interest in his welfare which 
occasions like the present encamp­ 
ment encourage that will eventually 
awaken a politically strangled people 
to give him his just dues. 
The en­ 
campment in Deer Grove is of par­ 
ticular significance to the Indians be­ 
cause of the fact that they are camp­ 
ing again on the sight of encamp­ 
ments of their forefathers. 
On a clear, starlit night this week, 
the boom of the Indian tom-tom could 
be heard for miles. Years ago in the 
early days of Deer Grove, the throb 
of that drum was enough to send a 
cold shudder up ami down the spine 
of those who heard it. 
It w7as the 
call to battle. But now in our modern 
twentieth century the echoing throb 
of that historic drum as it beats out 
its summons across the hills, ravines 
and prairies, has a different meaning; 
it is calling together in the valley of 
the Deer Grove hills, little remnants 
of many on A powerful Indian na­ 
tions.

DuPage and Adjoining Counties to 
Have Roads Marked Similar 
to the Wisconsin System , 
** 
Through the efforts of E. L. Gates, 
DuPage County Supt, of highways, 
several meetings have been held w ith 
the officials of the adjoining counties, 
the City of Chicago, Chicago P ark 
Board and Automobile Clubs, and they 
have definitely come to an agreem ent 
so that our roads can be numbered 
and marked like the Wisconsin sys­ 
tem. 
The 
county officials of 
D uPage 
County have been trying to get this 
system established for a number of 
years, but as the state has refused 
to m ark them, it has been difficult 
to establish a system. 
The state roads as completed, will 
now be numbered by the state, and 
all other state aid roads will be num ­ 
bered by the counties. 
So as not to conflict, the roads 
numbered by the counties will begin 
with No. 300 and will be painted on 
poles and at intersections. 
The let­ 
ters will be black on a white back­ 
ground and will have above the num­ 
ber the name of the county. 
These 
numbers will be the same through­ 
out the counties in the vicinity and 
will be registered and approved by 
the state. 
It has been a long and up-hill job 
get this agreem ent and to establish 
the numbers, but if it is once started 
it will be a great improvement. 
You can then select your number 
and travel from the state line to the 
heart of Chicago without getting lost. 
The City of Chicago will co-operate 
and m ark the routes inside the city 
limits. 
It is hoped the other cities 
will allow the signs to be carried 
through in the most advantageous 
way and will co-operate with the 
counties. 
No doubt other parts of the state 
will fall in line and adopt the same 
system and it is to be regretted th at 
it cannot be made a state-wide sys­ 
tem, but if this end of the state 
starts something good, it will not fail 
to spread. 
DuPage County has started some­ 
thing in this state, which you hear 
talked of from every traveler in Wis­ 
consin, and credit should be given 
th at state for having the best marked 
system in the world.

Oklahoma City, Okla.—Returns from 
Tuesday’s state-wide election 
show 
that a constitutional amendment au­ 
thorizing the state legislature to con­ 
vene itself to consider impeachment 
charges against state officials was car­ 
ried by 250,000 majority, despite a 
proclamation issued by Gov. J. C. Wal­ 
ton that no election should be held. 
In two counties, Cimarron and Har­ 
per, with twelve and thirty precincts, 
respectively, no election was held, be­ 
cause supplies failed to arrive from 
the state election board, and in many 
other counties individual polling places 
did not open because of misunder­ 
standings growing out of conflicting 
orders from the governor, the attorney 
general, and the state election board. 
These missing precincts, combined 
with the late returns from the country 
which 
were lighter than, expected, 
served to reduce the early estimate of 
a total vote of 450,000 made by anti- 
Walton political leaders. 
Soldiers* Bonus Beaten. 
The light country vote was attrib­ 
uted in circles favorable to the gov­ 
ernor as indicating a general observ­ 
ance on the part of the rural popula­ 
tion of his proclamation barring the 
election. But opponents of the execu­ 
tive were inclined to believe that rains 
which fell in scattered sections of the 
state were mainly 
instrumental 
in 
keeping the voters at home. 
A measure authorizing a $.‘10,000,000 
soldier bonus was defeated. The propo­ 
sition lost in the general election last 
November, and the election Tuesday 
was called 
primarily 
by Governor 
Walton to resubmit it. 
“Fight on Klan Just Started.” 
Governor Walton issued the follow­ 
ing statem ent: 
“The fight on the invisible empire 
has just started in Oklahoma. I am 
still governor of the state.” 
Martial law status throughout the 
state 
will 
remain 
unchanged, 
the 
executive stated. 


Berlin, Oct. 2.—The war between 
the landed estates and the industrial 
workers in Silesia reached a climax 
when cavalry, fighting several thou­ 
sand men who were 
ravaging 
the 
country, encircled and interned GOO. 
For a month there has been guerilla 
warfare between the rich peasantry 
and the poor or jobless mine and null 
workers throughout Silesia. The junk­ 
ers and estate owners refused to sell 
food unless they were paid in dollars. 
There 
was 
frequent 
raiding 
and 
minor shooting. Thousands from the 
cities overran the country plundering 
the farmers. 
At Jauer the raiders demanded that 
one-tenth of the cultivated acreage be 
given them, which was done under 
threats. The masses dug the potatoes 
and cut the grain, but, not satisfied, 
they broke through the cordon of do­ 
main police and, armed with scythes 
and knives, plundered whole estates. 
The cavalry came, charging the mob. 
At Hirschberg the whole country 
was 
plundered. 
Farmers organized 
civilian militia. 
At Friedriberg the 
workers captured a dairy, distributing 
milk and butter. 


Rebels Capture a Fortress. 


The first monarchist restoration out­ 
break occurred when 800 
men 
at­ 
tacked and captured the fortress at 
Kustrin, fifty miles east of Berlin, 
on the main line of the Konigsberg 
railway. After a battle lasting three 
hours the reichswehr troops 
recap­ 
tured a portion of the fortress, but tile 
monarchist soldiers remained in pos­ 
session of part of the ramparts and 
held the arsenal. The German govern­ 
ment ordered two regiments of reichs­ 
wehr garrisoned at Frankfort on the 
Oder, twenty miles south of Kustrin. to 
rush to the support of the regular 
troops and win back the fortress, re­ 
gardless of the loss of life. 


300 Monarchists Captured. 


During the day 300 invaders were 
taken prisoners. 
Monday night the 
monarchists in the arsenal attacked 
with machine guns in order to free 
the 300 prisoners. A battle followed, 
in which scores of invaders were 
killed and wounded by machine gun 
fire. The court yard of the fortress 
ran 
with 
blood. 
The 
sortie 
was 
crushed by regular army troops and 
the invaders were forced to retire 
again to the arsenal. 
Although the 
invaders have the upper hand in tile 
arsenal, the loyal troops have a cordon 
around the town. 


Count Charles de Lesseps died at 
Paris at the age of eighty-two. He was 
the son of Viscount Ferdinand de Les­ 
seps, builder of the Suez canal. 


Considerable damage to houses and 
walls was done by a nullifier of earth 
shocks at Taito, on the east coast of 
Formosa, according to dispatches.

“I made good money with my chick­ 
ens last winter,” she says. 
“I have

dozen eggs a week. 
“The cattle, hogs and chickens have 
paid off the mortgage. 
The wheat has 
just about paid taxes and interest. 
I never conin have paid that mort­ 
gage off by raising wheat alone.” 
’’I’m going to raise less wheat In 
future and more beef cattle, hens and 
hogs,” says Mrs. Ford. 
“My seven 
years’ experience has taught me that 
in those three items is the secret of 
farming success.”

Grouse Season Opens. 


London.—Hundreds of thousands of 
acres of Scottish moors and scores 
of the most stately Scottish homes 
have been rented at fabulous prices by 
wealthy Americans and Britishers for 
the forthcoming grouse shooting sea­ 
son. in which King George will par­ 
ticipate. 
Bernard Baruch and C. ll. Mackay 
of New York are among the wealthy 
Americans who have rented estates 
and are entertaining large house par­ 
ties for the season. 
Bernard Baruch 
has rented the magnificent Fetteresso, 
in County Kincardine, vvhde Mackay 
has taken Castle Grant, with 19,600 
acres of broad Scottish moors. 
They have taken over these famous 
old houses complete for two or three 


months, with all their staffs and fur­ 
niture, look, stock and barrel. 
Many members of parliament have 
also taken “shootings" and agents re­ 
port that nearly all the best estates 
have been taken at good rents. 
Brices for the season are higher 
than last year, according to the agents. 
They attribute this to the high cost 
of labor and upkeep during the empty 
season.

Four large estates are still with­ 
out shooting season tenants, among 
them being the famous Thurso castle, 
for which $10,000 Is being asked. King 
George has often stayed at Thurso 
for the season and has made some of 
his most famous “bags” there.

“There have been a number of tests 
made on various experiment fields of 
the University of Illinois during the 
past three years to determine to what 
extent sweet clover which is seeded 
in the spring may be fall cut for hay. 
On the Odin field sweet clover which 
had been seeded in the spring of 1920 
and cut the same fall made 3,180 
pounds of hay per acre, and in 1921 
yielded 4.3 bushels ->f seed. 
During 
the same years, however, there was 
apparent Injury to the sweet clover 
which had been fall clipped on the 
Oblong and West Salem fields. The 
seasonal conditions, date of cutting 
and other factors have no doubt an 
influence on the amount of hay se­ 
cured and injury done to the succeed­ 
ing season „ growth.

The alfalfa eel-worrn disease is be­ 
lieved to be more widely distributed 
than we now know it to be. 
It was 
found in Oregon in 1921. and has 
since appeared in California and Colo­ 
rado. 
The results of the eel worm at­ 
tack are reported to he very severe, 
reducing fields to an unprofitable con- 1 
dition within a year. 
The disease Is manifested by a thin- I 
nlng out of spots in the field. 
Tn early 1 
stages a wilting occurs accompanied 
by more or less yellowing and dis- i 
tortion. 
Stems are later swollen at 
the base and brown In color. They are 
often brittle and easily broken off. I 
New buds and sprouts may do swollen, 
cream colored and spongy. 
Kindly dis­ 
eased plants show a distinct rotting of 
stem bases and crown with some or all 
of the stems oomnlotely kiiied. 
The cause of the disease is an eel­ 
worm, scarcely a twentieth of an inch 
long. 
Each adult may lay as many as 
200 eggs. 
The young migrate and 
penetrate through tender, succulent 
parts of new plants. 
When a plant 
is killed the worms migrate into the 
sol! to attack other plants. 
The eel-worm may be carried long 
distances in diseased hay, for they are 
very resistant to drying. The natural 
history survey of the University of 
Illinois will gladly give attention to 
plants suspected of being attacked by 
this disease.

Baked Bananas 
—Take 
one-hall 
cupful of sugar, one tablespoonful ol 
starch, one-half teaspoonful of salt; 
mix well and stir this mixture into a 
cupful of boiling water and cook until 
free from any raw, starchy taste. A d d 
two tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, two 
tablespoonfuls of 
grape jelly 
and 
when blended, pour this sauce in a 
buttered baking dish. 
Cover with a 
half-cupful of crumbs and bake until 
the buttered crumbs are brown anc 
the bananas feel softened. 
Breakfast Fried Apples.—Core, aftei 
washing and wiping dry, four large 
apples; slice in quarter-inch 
slices 
without removing the skins. Melt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter in a hot fry 
ing pan, put in the apples and cover 
immediately. 
Cook briskly for a few 
minutes, then turn over with a broad 
spatula. 
When the apples are soft 
and well cooked, sprinkle lightly with 
sugar and brown. 
Cinnamon may be 
added if liked. 
Serve hot with break­ 
fast bacon or sausages. 
Piquante Cocktail.—Take one cupful 
of canned cherries, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of candied ginger, chopped, one- 
half cupful each of powdered sugar 
and orange juice, one-third of a cupful 
of grapefruit juice and one cupful of 
canned pears cut in cubes. 
Place the 
fruit in cocktail glasses and pour tile 
juice over it. 
Sprinkle each glass 
with a half-tablespoonful of chopt»ed 
ginger. 


Baked Apples With Bananas.— Take 
six large apples, one cupful of strained 
honey, one tablespoonful of butter. 
one and one-half bananas and six 
marshmallows. 
Wipe, core and peel 
the apples. Place them in a saucepan 
with' the honey and butter. 
Simmer, 
turning often to cook until tender, but 
not long enough to lose their shape. 
Remove to a casserole and insert a 
quarter of a banana in each cavity 
made by the core. Place a marshmal­ 
low en top and bake in a quick oven 
long enough to puff and brown tile 
marshmallows. 
Serve at once. 
Plum Conserve.—Take one basket 
of plums, four and one-half pounds of 
sugar, one pound of pecans, 
three 
pounds of raisins; four oranges, rind 
and pulp; three lemons, rind and pulp 
Grind all through a meat grinder and 
cook until thick. Seal in jars.

“It was to that region that the pi­ 
rates of a century ago fled, when 
chased by gunboats; it w’as to that 
region that a remnant of the Seminole 
tribe of Indians fled when chased by 
soldiers at the close of the longest 
Indian war in American history, and 
it wras to that region that I fled w’hen 
it was whispered to me that I had 
heart disease, and that the doctor who 
examined me for life insurance had 
turned in a report that I wras ‘bad 


noisy, but Hoeber, in those days was 
very quiet* 
“Away back in the big time, George 
Hoeber took his team from Arling­ 
ton Heights to Chicago, to meet us— 
the Edgars—in a Saturday and Sun­ 
day series.

told that the bell wrould soon ring 
for me. 
“lf I didn’t have heart disease when 
I left Chicago, I surely had it w’hen 
I arrived at Tampa, Florida. 
After 
a month of restlessness at Tampa, I 
‘relayed’ to St. Petersburg, Braden­ 
t o n and Sarasota. 
Freight boats, 
fish boats and mail boats ‘relayed’ 
me about as far south as I could go 
and still be in the United States. But 
wherever I went, patent medicine 
companies bombarded me with liter­ 
ature directing my attention to heart 
disease cures—until I landed on the 
South Gulf Coast of Florida—just 
across the state from Miami. 
“A century ago that region w’as in­ 
fested w’ith pirates, but when I got 
there it was infested with Indians. 
The Indians w’ere ignorant, but not 
wild. They entered the white settle­ 
ment for trading purposes only. They 
distrussed the ‘pale faces,’ because 
tradition told them that their fore­ 
fathers, the unconquered remnant of 
the 
Seminoles, 
had 
been 
‘double- 
crossed’ by the United States Gov­ 
ernment. 
“The Indians were harmless, but 
they believed 
that they owned the 
wilderness in w’hieh they lived, and 
—will they be harmless when the real 
owners come along to claim the land ? 
The Indians 
were born there and 
those who tried to chase them away 
ran up against an awful proposition. 
Remember the Seminoles! 
“At first I (Jkl not know of their 
distrust of Tfie whites, and when I 
tried to be sociable and friendly, they 
looked at me as if they thought that 
I was trying to put something over 
on them. 
“And I had something worse than 
leart disease 
when I was told about 
their distrust of the ‘pale faces.’ One 
day I got an awful scare: 
“An Indian was rowing me to an 
island a mile out from the mainland. 
I sat in the rear of the boat watch­ 
ing every move he made. If that big 
Indian had made a face at me and 
shouted ‘booh!’ I would have jumped 
out of the boat. 
And a week later I got another 
such a scare. 
Strolling leisurely 
through the big woods I suddenly 
came upon an Indian grave. 
The 
grave was above, not below’, the 
ground. 
It was elevated about two 
feet and rested on cypress poles 
staked and laid crosswise. The dead 
Indian’s gun, knife and other articles 
were on the ground alongside the 
grave. There was not a living thing 
in sight when I ‘tiptoed’ up to the 
grave. 
The silence aw’ed me, and 
in leaving the spot, I—yes, I hurried 
a little. 
“But I did not hurry a little the 
next day—I was so paralized with 
fright that I could not move. 
Two 
Indians were with me on a stroll 
for game—I was unarmed. Entranc­ 
ing was the scenery; impressive the 
silence. Bang! A gun was fired right 
behind me. I breather a little prayer 
—I thought my last day had come. 
And I also thought of all the mean 
things that I had ever done. 
“I turned my head, and—a dead 
turkey was tumbling down through 
the branches of a tall tree. 
Then I 
understood. 
One of the Indians had 
seen the turkey and fired instantly. 
“That little white settlement of 23 
years ago is now the village of Ever­ 
glade, and some of the Indians and 
white settlers, too, who were there 
when I was there 23 years ago were 
still there when I was there again 
three years ago, and I hope that they 
will be there when I go there again 
next January.” 
“The Man in Brown,” told other 
tales about his experiences with the 
Seminole Indians that lack of space 
prevents us from printing here. 
At the conclusion of his stories the 
“Man in Brown” paused, elevated his 
eyebrows, and peered at the faces of 
the ‘pale faces’ scattered through the 
crowd and faced a semi-circle of old 
time friends and “friendly enemies” 
of the vintage of the early ’90’s. The 
“Man in B ro w n ” greeted them with: 
“I thought that you fellows had all 
died long ago.” And then it all came 
out. 
The “Man in Brown” wTas Thomas 
Thornton Farley of Chicago—the Tom 
Farley of the ’90’s. Who in blazes w’as 
Tom Farley of the ’90’s did you say? 
Ask your dad and your uncle, they 
know’. Ask any survivor of the Barr­ 
ington, Palatine and Arlington Hts. 
ball teams of that far distant period 
and you will be told that long, long 
ago, Tom Farley was manager and 
captain of .the Chicago Edgars, whose 
home 
grounds were 
at 
Clybourn 
Junction, then called Clybourn Place. 
In those days ball teams from 
“these parts” went to Clybourn Junc­ 
tion to play the Edgars, and the Ed­ 
gars made‘trips up this way for re­ 
turn games. 
But, strange as it may seem, the 
Tom Farley, the thundered of years 
ago, is now a mild mannered, even 
tempered man of dignity. 
Although the Chicagoite is nearly 
thirty years older than when he was 
active in “these parts,” there is still 


Mr. Farley and his old time friends 
had many reminescenses to relate and 
during the two days that he was at 
the Indian encampment he visited Ar­ 
lington Heights twice, also visiting 
Barrington and Palatine. During his 
stay at the “Indian convention” an 
Indian named “Lone Tree” was writh 
him. 
Mr. Farley is still a great ball fan 
and had many ball stories to tell his 
old friends.

FIXING IT FOR FARMERS

News from the White House is to 
the effect that President Coolidge is 
“seeking a remedy” for what is de­ 
scribed in the National Capital news­ 
papers as a “grave farm crisis.” It 
is common talk in Washington politi­ 
cal circles that leaders in the Admin­ 
istration would favor a special ses­ 
sion of Congress to arrange the dif­ 
ficulties of farm life if they only knew 
what to do. 
Among remedies which 
have been proposed are a reduction 
of freight rates on grain from the 
producing centers to the principal 
market at Chicago, and a revival of 
the United States Grain Corporation 
to handle this season’s wrheat crop. 
The latter proposal, like mostly every­ 
thing else that has been suggested, 
would require action by Congress. 
The Administration, and the “old 
guard” that controls the machinery of 
Congress, is looking rather unkindly 
upon the so-called “progressives” and 
“radicals,” who are found in the farm 
bloc and the independent groups of 
the Senate and House. These groups 
have proposed numerous solutions to 
the country, and they claim that their 
methods will wrork successfully. 
If 
possible they intend to put their ideas 
on the statutes. 
But as usual they 
do not agree with the “organization,” 
to which they reply that they have 
the power and will become the “or­ 
ganization” at the coming session of 
Congress. 
Everybody claims that they want 
to “fix it un for the farmers,” and 
there is no < oubt that good intentions 
are plentiful. 
But memories do not 
need to be more than two or three 
years long to recall that Congress 
has made a poor job in the past of 
enacting lawns to pull the farmers 
out of debt by the bootstraps. It has 
been proved over and over again that 
the economic law’s and trade adjust­ 
ments do v.of turn somersaults to con­ 


form to altruistic and impractical 
“bills” introduced in Congress. 


FARMERS AND FREIGHT 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
is author of the suggestion that trans­ 
portation rates should be cut on farm 
products, and he believes that freight 
rates can be trimmed to such an ex­ 
tent as to relieve a good deal of the 
hardship under which the agricultural 
interests are suffering. The proposal 
that the Interstate Commerce rates 
for farm products has aroused the 
opposition of Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover, who objects to any reduction 
in rates unless it applies generally 
to all classes of freight. 
It is well 
to remember that Secretary Wallace 
represents the farmers, who have a 
special claim to Government help, and 
that Secretary Hoover’s job is to look 
out for business men and business in­ 
terests. If there is to be any trough 
to feed at, Hoover wants his crowd 
admitted on equal conditions with 
Wallace’s group. 


PRESIDENT SEES THEM ALL 


President Coolidge “lets in” all 
kinds of political leaders, and he gets 
along with them all because he does 
not impose his own views upon them. 
He lets them talk, and he throws just 
enough into the conversation to keep 
them going—meanwhile he listens. 
The most astute political observers 
declare that President Coolidge is en­ 
deavoring to “line up” and harmonize 
Republicans in Congress. While such 
an undertaking may appear impossi­ 
ble, yet all must agree that the Cool­ 
idge temperament and the Coolidge 
patience will perform the miracle if 
it is possible.

tionaries at this early stage in the 
game, are conceding 102 delegates in 
the next Republican national conven­ 
tion. 
Senator La Follette is the acknowi- 
edged leader of the “radical-progres­ 
sive group” within the Republican 
party, and they claim they have votes 
enough in both the Senate and the 
House to “dictate” the organization 
of each body in the Sixty-eighth Con­ 
gress. It looks as though there would 
be a hitter fight for control of the 
organization in the coming Congress.

strength credited to Senator La Fol­ 
lette and his Republican groups was 
made upon the basis of conditions 
w’hile Mrv Harding was President. It 
remains to be seen w’hether the newr 
methods of the new’ President Cool­ 
idge will change the situation. 


FOREST LANDS AND 
THE GOVERNMENT 


A popular belief that the forests 
of the United States are being re­ 
duced to the point of extinction is not 
borne out by facts. Fully 150,000,000 
acres of land have been set aside 
from the public domain west of the 
Mississippi River for growing timber 
and protecting stream flow. 
In the 
eastern portion of the United States 
about two and a quarter million of 
acres of forest land have been pur­ 
chased under a program adopted by 
Congress in 1911 and sponsored by 
the present secretary of wrar. Mr. 
Weeks w’as then in Congress and he 
took up the problem of the forests 
at a time w’hen the flood problem on 
the Ohio and Tennessee and other 
eastern rivers had become acute. 
Congress took the position that the 
only constitutional ground for buy­ 
ing forests is to protect the naviga­ 
bility of streams. So it was decided 
to buy timbered land, and harvest it 
under the methods to insure a perpet­ 
ual forest growth. The United States 
Forest Service has aggressively pur­ 
sued a policy of preserving these mil­ 
lions of acres of forest lands that 
have been brought into its possession. 
W’hile private individuals have not 
gone far towards replacing the trees 
that they destroy the United States 
Government has been quietly extend­ 
ing its forest domain over the moun­ 
tain ranges which flank many of the 
larger valleys or stand guard at their 
head. 
One of these is the White 
Mountain national forest, and another 
the Allegheny national forest in 
is 
western Pennsylvania. 
Purchases of 
timber in strategic positions cover the 
waters of the Merrimac, Potomac, 
Monogahela, the Tennessee, the Roa­ 
noke, Catawba, Savannah and the Ar­ 
kansas rivers. The beautiful Pisgah 
regions of western North Carolina 
and the slopes of Mount Mitchell, 
highest peaks of the eastern states! 
are now in a national forest.

passes along a few suggestions to 
housekeepers as to how they can get 
the maximum efficiency of gas service 
for cooking at the least expenditure 
for gas. 
Here they are: 
1. Use the right burner. 
The big­ 
gest burner on your stove uses 50 
per cent more gas than the others, 
and four or five times as much as 
the simmer burner. Use the big burn­ 
er for a dish with very large bottom 
only. 
Use the simmer burner, the 
smallest, to keep things boiling once 
they are started on the bigger jets. 
2. Turn the burner down when the 
things have started to cook. 
3. Keep the burners clean and the 
jets open. 
4. A 
pressure 
cooker will 
save 
money in cooking tough meats, vege­ 
tables and cereals. 
5. Bake where possible at low tem­ 
peratures, or in a slow oven. It takes 
less gas to keep the oven agoing at 
low temperature. 
The difference in 
time between the “fast” and “slow” 
oven will not compensate for the dif­ 
ference in gas used.
